The total production of print cloths at 


Fall Itiver is now 118,000 pieces per week. 
Of these, 45,000 pieces ar« for spot sales, tho 
balance being sold ou contracts. For May 
there arc A3.0CO pieces weekly not engaged, 
find for June 58,000 pieces, while of the July 
production 4.i,0()() pieces are already contract- 
ed for. Tlio major part of the contracts 
iavo been made at »§ cents, 10 to GO days, 
but a few liovo been Gold as high as flj cents, 
10 days, while probably l;y"00 pieces weekly 
ftro delivering on contracts made at f»J cents, 
30 days. Nearly all the print cloth mills

sonie.slight ameudments,. .perlcap0, will bo 
rojeoted by the City Council or disapproycd 
by our citizens generally. TLe disorderly 
conduct in some of the engine houaea, the 
reckless treatment of costly apparatus by 
irresponsible boys and the general wnnt of 
discipline that has come'to rm'f 
tic of bur fire department h»ve prepared our 
people to endorse one. ot: the icouncilnion 
when' 'he «aid that a . paid department, 
though its cost far exceimed the conimiltao's 
estimates, was to be preferred to tha present 
condition of affaire.

Un 
do.ubledly the members of the company 
could draw a steamer, but It would be hare 
work and the committee on ordinances does 
not contemplate it. Unless a man keeps » 
good many horses he cannot keep two of 
them always ready to answer to on alarm ol 
firo for the $300 or (360 ;proposed.
